_PARIS, Sept. 14.—Dr. Paul 


Gorguloff, Russiat. assassin of 
President Paul Doumer, was gull- 


lotined at 5:52 a. m. today. Dou- 
mer was slain May 6. 

As Gorguloff stood on the scaf- 
fold he muttered almost incom- 
prehensible references to his “idea.” 
He was accompanied to the scaf- 
fold by Father Gillet, a priest of 
the Greek Church, who was his 
spiritual adviser. The priest kissed 
the condemned man just before 
the guards fastened him to the 
block under the knife. Only 40 
seconds after Gorguloff stepped 
down from the prison van, his head 
fell into the basket. 

When awakened in his cell, Gor- 
guloff muttered prayers in Rus- 
sian and then began to talk about 
his “idea.” 

“I am neither a Royalist nora 
Communist,” he said. “I die for 
my idea. I hope my child (un- 
born) will be a boy, and I hope 
he won't be a Communist. I ask 
pardon of everybody.” 

During the Greek mass that pre- 


ceded the execution, Gorguloff 
continued praying and began again 
to talk of his “idea.”.“I die for 
Russia,” he said. “I die for my 
idea. I pardon everybody.” 

Only a small crowd witnessed 
the execution. 

Gorguloff, professed founder of 
a new religion, sought last-minute 
comfort in the old. After attend- 
ing the brief mass in the prison 
he received communion and then 
said he had never wished ill to 
France or to President Doumer, 
but that he killed Doumer because 
his “idea’’ compelled him. 

He drank two glasses of rum 
but refused the cigarette always al- 
lowed a condemned man. 

On the way to the Guillotine, he 


said: “Tell my wife I love her 
dearly and ask pardon for all I 
have done.” 


The Russian received a last sa- 
tute’ from the Republican Guard 
of horsemen who gave it with 
drawn sabers, a customary tribute 
to the condemned. 

As the prisoner kissed the priest 
good-by he murmured: “Russia! 
Russia! My fatherland!” 


U.S -ROME PLANE 
REPORTED SIGHTED 
ABOVE SARDINIA 


Flying Low Over Island in

ROME, Sept. 14.—The Reuter’s 
News Agency reported tonight that 
the airplane “The American 
Nurse,”” making a non-stop flight 
from New Work to Rome, had been 
sighted over Sardinia flying low in 
the direction of Florence. 

The plane was seen, the Reuter’s 
correspondent said, at 9 p. m. (2 p. 
m. St. Louis time), and was ex- 
pected to arrive over Florence 
with two hours and a half.

LONDON, Sept. 14.—A _ sharp 
lookout was maintained in coast 
towns on the Continent today for 
the airplane American Nurse, on 
the way from New York to Rome. 


The ship, piloted by William UI- 
brich and carrying two passengers, 
Miss Edna Newcomer, undergrad- 
uate nurse and parachute jumper, 
and Dr. Leon M. Fisculli, New York 
physician, was expected to reach 
the European Atlantic Coast line in 
the forenoon if it is maintaining its 
ordinary speed. 

The steamship Winnebago re- 
ported it had sighted the plane at 
10:50 o'clock Greenwich mean 
time last night (4:50 p. m. St. Louis 
time) at latitude 41:54 north and 
longitude 52:54 west. This posi- 
tion is on the Southern steamship 
line to Europe, about 1000 miles 
due east of Boston. 

This would mean the plane had 
traveled almost 100 miles an hour 
since it took off from New York at 
6:16 a. m. Eastern standard time 
yesterday. At that time one-third 
of the distance between New York 
and Brest, France, or about 1200 
miles, had been covered, 


BOOTLEGGER SAYS HE KILLED 
CAMDEN JUSTICE OF PEACE 


Tells Prosecutor He Meant Only to 
Wound Him for Stealing 
Some Liquor.

di Vito, bootlegger, of Philadei- 
phia, walked into the office of 
Prosecutor Clifford A. Baldwin last 
night and confessed, Baldwin said, 
that he fired the shot which killed 
Justice of the Peace Guiseppe Pi- 
relli here Monday. 

Baldwin quoted Di Vito as say- 
ing he shot Pirelli because Pirelli 
and Gabriel Falco, also of Camden, 
had stolen some liquor from him. 

“Di Vito told me,” Baldwin de- 
clared, “that he did not mean to 
kill Pirelli, but only to wound him. 
He intended to shoot Falco, too, 
but Falco fled to safety.” 

Camden police are holding Falco 
and Frank Passarella, a pugilist.

NEW YORK, Sept. 14.—Fresh 
selling swept over the stock mar- 
ket in the afternoon trading coday, 
depressing many issues about $1 to 
$6 a share under yesterday’s ‘inal 
prices. 

The list worked higher in quiet 
trading in the morning, several 
issues rising $1 to more than $2, 
but these gains were quickly erased, 
and the afternoon slump took the 
list as a whole back to around the 
levels reached yesterday noon. 
Trading quickened in the late de- 
cline, but the total turnover was 
well under 3,000,000 shares, com- 
pared to more than 5,000,000 yes- 
terday.

GASOLINE IN ENGLAND 39 CENTS 


Price Up 20 Per Cent as Trade War 
Ends; Stocks Rise.

LONDON, Sept. 14.—British mo- 
torists were hit today by an in- 
crease of nearly 20 per cent in gas- 
oline prices, putting the standard 
grade to 39 cents a gallon. 

The London Omnibus Co. esti- 
mated the rise would increase its 
expenses more than $1,000,000 a 
year. News of the increase caused 
a sharp rise in oil shares on the 
Stock Exchange. Small car own- 
ers had hoped the oil war which 
has given them cheaper gasoline 
would continue indefinitely, but the 
inclusion of Rumania and Russia in 
an agreement ended the pric: cut- 
ting. 


Stalin’s Downfall Denied.

MOSCOW, Sept. 14. — Reports 
published abroad of the downfall 
of Joseph Stalin and the succession 
to power of Kliementi Voroshilov, 
Commissar for War, were officially 
described today as nonsensical. In 
authoritative circles it was said 
there was no indication whatever 
that Stalin’s leadership of the Com- 
munist party has been threatened.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 14.— 
The Republican State convention 
last night, under direct State or- 
ganization control, elected to risk 
loss of Republican wet votes in St. 
Louis rather than risk loss of Re- 
publican dry votes and Democratic 
dry votes they expect to get in the 
country. They placed a compromise 
State liquor plank in the platform. 
* There was no substantial differ- 
ence between the platform decla- 


rations of the Republicans and the 
Democrats in respect to amend- 
ment of the State bone dry law, 
and the Republican position at- 
tains a significance only because 
it amounts to a repudiation of the 
demands of the St. Louis Repub- 
lican politicians for immediate re- 
peal of the State law. 

As was to be expected, each con- 
vention approved the position of 
its own national convention on the 
liquor issue, the Democrats thus 
being wetter than the Republicans. 
Each declared for amendment of 
the State enforcement law to con- 
form to any changes which may be 
made by Congress in the Volstead 
act. or the change which will come 
if the eighteenth amendment is re- 
pealed. 

G. O. P. Fight Reaches Floor. 

The Democrats had no difficulty 
in framing their plank. They com- 
promised their differences in the 
privacy of an executive session of 
the Platform Committee. The Re- 
publicans were unable to do that, 
and both the extreme drys and ex- 
treme wets carried the fight to 
the floor of the convention, where 
a smoothly functioning party or- 
ganization easily defeated their ef- 
forts to override the compromise 
plank which had been decided 
upon by the committee. 

The first floor fight came on a 
motion by State Representative O. 
B. Whitaker of Hickory County, a 
radical dry, to strike from the 
platform all reference to change 
in the State law. He was able to 
muster only eight votes for his 
motion, 47 being cast against it. 

Wets Muster Only 14 Votes. 

William Sacks of St. Louis, a 
member of the Republican State 
Committee, followed with an 
amendment to the platform de- 
claring for immediate . modifica- 
tion of the Volstead act and the 
State law to permit the manufac- 
ture and sale of wine and beer. 
Fourteen votes were cast for Sacks’ 
amendment, and the opposing 
votes, though not counted, were 
several times that number. 

The St. Louis Republicans nfade 
their fight on the ground that St. 
Louis would go Democratic in No- 
vember unless the platform was 
made really wet. Louis E. Miller, 
nominee for Congress, told the con- 
vention there was no hope of car- 
rying St. Louis on the Republican 
national platform and the proposed 
State platform. 

But the State organization, dom- 
inated by State Chairman Curtis, 
United States Senator Patterson, 
Gov. Caulfield and a few others 
had decided on its policy, which 
did not include submitting to dom- 
ination of the St. Louis politicians. 


Putting Kiel in His Place. 

It even went so far as to take 
notice of the announced determi- 
nation of Henry W. Kiel, Repub- 
lican nominee for the United States 
Senate, to run as a dripping wet 
and outside the national platform. 
It adopted a very pointed plank 
to put Kiel in his place, and the an- 
nouncement was made by a mem- 
ber of the Platform Committee 
that Kiel had approved the plank 
as written. 

Kiel had stated publicly that he 
would run as an extreme wet, no 
matter what was the official po- 
sition of his party. 


The State organization, following 
this statement of the candidate, 
put this plank in the platform: 

“We present Henry W. Kiel, our 
candidate for Senator, and the 13 
Congressional candidates as evi- 
dence of our efforts to continue 
faithfully the sound and construc- 
tive policy of the Republican party 
in national affairs. These men 
stand squarely upon the Repub- 
lican platform adopted at the Re- 
publican National Convention in

CHEERING CROWDS 
GREET ROOSEVELT 
ON VISIT TO CITY 


Comments on Maine Elec- 
tion, Says Beer Is Coming 
Back —Signs Autographs 
for Many. 


TWO MEETINGS IN 
40-MINUTE STOP 


One in Yards, Other in Sta- 
tion—Candidate Says Re- 
ception Couldn’t Have 
Been More Friendly.

As Gov. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
said, there could have been a more 
formal meeting, but not a more 
friendly one, than that which he 
held at Union Station last evening 
in a 40-minute stop of his sp2vial 
train on its way West. 

The meeting was in two sections, 
the first and longer one being in 
the station yards, several tracks 
south of the main tower. Up to 6:20 
Pp. m., when the train arrived, a 
growing throng filed through the 
train shed and down the. tracks, 
while the Eighteenth street viaduct 
was lined with those who sought a 
high, if somewhat distant view. 
There were 1000 or more in the 
crowd when the special stopped, 
and the gathering around the ob- 
servation car platform began call- 
ing for the Democratic presidential 
nominee. 

He was seated inside the obscer- 
vation car, and in a minute or so 
he appeared on the platform, with 
his son, James Roosevelt, and a 
number of the party. In the cheer 
that arose, the first distinguishable 
cries were about “Maine.”’ 
“Missouri is gotnge to do even 
better than Maine,”’ Gov. Roosevelt 
replied in a clear voice that car- 
ried well over the crowd on and 
between the tracks. To anocher 
suggestion he answered, “New Jer- 
sey is all right, too.” 

Says Beer Is Coming. 
A more urgent local topic chan 
Maine was introduced by a mia in 


the crowd, who demand, “How 
about beer?” 
“It’s coming, never fear,” was 


the reply from the candidate, and 
there was a loud cheer. 
As the gathering adjusted itself 
to the rather difficult place, there 
was a good chance to observe the 
chief figure on the platform. He 
was bare-headed, and his fine pro- 
file showed to good advantago in 
the dimming daylight. He wore a 
gray business suit and a soft col- 
lar. He was smiling, friendly and 
seemingly unwearied. 
Autograph hunters began to be- 
siege him, and some who had not 
thought to bring books pressed 
their way toward the car platform, 
and held up cards and sheets of 
paper. The Governor signed each 
in good-natured and leisurely fash- 
ion. “Hope there isn’t a promis- 
sory note attached to this,”’ he said 
to one of the chirography enthu- 
siasts. 

He Presents Family. 
“Here are some of the family,” 
Gov. Roosevelt announced present- 
ly. “My daughter, Anna,” and 
the tall, light-haired young Mrs. 
Curtis Dall bowed. “My daughter- 
in-law, Betsy,” and Mrs. James 
Roosevelt responded. “And here it 
little Jimmy,” The crowd greeted 
the Governor’s son, and- laughed 
when his father went on, “You'll 
notice I have a little more hair on 
top than he has.” 

By this time, members of the lo- 
cal Democratic organization, Har- 
vard Club men and others had 
made their way into the observa- 
tion car. Charlies M. Hay, latcly 
a candidate for the Democratic 
senatorial nomination, was one of 
the first to reach the car platform 
from within. 

“Fine to see you,” was the can- 
didate’s hearty greeting, and he re- 
plied to reports on the Missouri 
situation with an emphatic “Fine: 
That's fine.” 

“Be sure to listen in on my 
farm speech at Topeka tomorrow,” 
he said to Hay and others. “I'm 
going over the whole matter.” 


Breckinridge Long, former S&t. 
Louis senatorial aspirant, who 
were passengers on the special 
train, brought a line of local Dem- 
ocrats through the car, and Gov.

Borrows at 5.5 Pct. Lends to 
Subsidiaries at 8 Pct.,. Ex- 
aminer Reports.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 
Charlies Nodder, Federal Trade 
Commissioner Examiner, testified 


today in the commission’s study of 
public utilities that the Associated 
Electric Co., by issuance of bonds, 
obtained money at 5% per cent, 
which was advanced to other com- 
panies of the Associated System 
for 8 per cent. 


The plan, Nodder asserted, was 
to eliminate direct major financing 
by operating companies and to ad- 
vance funds to them through hold- 
ing. companies. 


In 1929, Nodder said, the Penn- 
syivania Electric Corporation, a 
sub-holding company, borrowed 
from the Associated Electric Co. an 
average monthly balance of $74,- 
300,000. At the same time, Nod- 
der added, the Pennsylvania Cor- 
poration “only paid interest at 8 
per cent on the amount it lent to 
operating companies, which aver- 
aged a monthly balance of $51,500,- 
000.”" 

“In other words,” Nodder report- 
ed, $22,800,000 was borrowed by 
the Pennsylvania liectric Corpora- 
tion from the Associated Electric 
Co. without interest.” 

Nodder, reviewing security issues 
by the Associated Electric Co., said 
the total discount and expense of 
floating a $65,000,000 issue of 5% 
per cent bonds was $7,690,878. of 
which total $4,407,500 went to Har- 
ris, Forbes & Co. 

Besides the commission and dis- 
count to Harris & Forbes, the ex- 
aminer added, that company was 
allowed to buy 50,000 shares of As- 
sociated Gas and Electric common 
stock for $5000, or 10 cents a share, 
when the “stated value” of the 
stock was $20.

TOPEKA, ‘Kan., Sept. 14.—De. 

claring that the present administra- 
tion, and the two previous admin- 
istrations, in all of which the Presi- 
dent was an important member, 
“failed utterly to understand the 


farm problem as a nationa! whole, 
or to plan for its relief,” Gov. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, speaking to- 


day in the heart of the “Farm 
Belt,” proposed a six-fold relief 
program. 


He called for a “definite policy 
of giving those who have lost title 
to the farms, now held by institu- 
tions seeking credit from the Gov- 
ernmental agencies, the preferen- 
tial opportunity of getting their 
property back.” 

The Democratic presidential 
nominee spoke from the steps of 
the State Capitol, where a few 
weeks ago Vice-President Charles 
Curtis accepted the nomination for 
a retention of his office. Near at 
hand, as he enunciated his agricu!- 
tural doctrine, sat Gov. Roosevelt's 
“teammate,” Speaker John N. Gar- 
ner of Texas, the Democratic Vice- 
Presidential aspirant. Rooseveit's 
speech here was the first prepared 
address of his %8900-mile swing 
through the West, which began on 
Monday night when he left Albany. 

“The New Commoner.” 

A crowd estimated at 196,990 
heard Roosevelt speak. Garner 
spoke briefly in advance of Roose- 
velt. Gov. Woodring of Kansas in- 
troduced the Democratic nominee 
as “the new commoner” and “the 
next President.” Roosevelt, smiling, 
waved his left hand to the crowd 
as it roared its approval. 

“Yesterday,” he said, “we heard 
from Maine——" Cheers , inter- 
rupted him “ and in Novem- 
ber we shall hear in even greater 
measure from Kansas.” 

The crowd laughed when he said, 
“I have run a farm in Georgia for 
eight years—and run it without 
profit.” The Roosevelt Georgia 

is near Warm Springs. 3 
Specific Plan Stated. 

Leading up to his six-point plan, 
the Democratic nominee declared: 

“I want now to state what seems 
to me the specifications upon which 
most of the reasonable leaders of 
agriculture have agreed, and to 
express here and now my whole- 
hearted accord with these specifi- 
cations.” The specifications were; 

“First—The plan must provide 
-for the producer of staple sur- 
plus commodities, such as wheat, 
cotton, corn (in the form of 
hogs), and tobacco, a tariff ben- 
efit over world prices which is 
equivaient to the benefit given 
by the tariff to industrial prod-

HIGH PRICE TO GET 
CONTROL OF STOCK 


Chicago Utilities Head 
Went Over Market Quo- 
tations in Fight to Bolster 
Own Companies. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 14.—Something 
of the story, tragic for the stock. 
holders, of Samuel Insull’s effort 
to prop his falling investment 
structure with frantic purchases, is 
told in the receiver's report of an 
audit of Insul!l Utility Investments. 
Inc., filed in Federal Court. 

In bis struggle to retain con- 
trol of his gas, electricity and 
transportation systems Insull came 
to grips with Cyrus Eaton, Cleve- 
land financier. He bought at in- 
flated prices, and the report 
showed Insull paid Eaton $28,000,- 
000 for securities worth only $25.,- 
027,425 at the open market price. 

On June 2, 1930, Insull bought 
from Eaton 42,900 shares of Com- 
monwealth Edison Co. stock at 
$310 a ahare for $15,016,000, al- 
though the market value then was 
$13,299,000. He purchased 30,500 
shares of People’s Gas, Light and 
Coke Co, stock at $319.75 for $10,- 
606,000 when the market value was 
$9,688,425. He bought 6800 shares 
of Public Service Co, of Northern 
Illinois at $300, for 2.380.000, 
when market quotations would be 
$2,040,000, 

The auditor's report showed a 
deficit of $226.510.8T7T on the bal- 
ance sheet of the investment trust. 

Insull Utility Investments, Inc.., 
had only $8721 oash in the bank 
when it collapsed in receivership 
last April.

Use Existing 

“Fourth—It must make use of 
existing agencies and so far as 
possible be decentralized in its 
administration so that the chief 
responsibility for its operation 
will rest with the locality rather 
than with newly created bureau- 
cratic machinery in Washington. 

“Fiftth—It must operate as 

nearly as possible on a co-opera- 
tive basis and its effect must be 
to enhance and strengthen the 
co-operative movement. It should, 
moreover, be constituted so that 
it can be withdrawn whenever 
the emergency has passed, and 
normal foreign markets ' have 
been re-established. 

“Sixth—The plan must be, inso- 
far as possible, voluntary.

$375,000 IN GIFTS 
IF ART TAX IS CUT

by the museum since 1910, he said, 
was $2,237,322. 

“These same collections are now 
carried on the books at $2,707,531, 
and.-it should be borne in mind that 
even this is a conservative valua- 
tion. It is probable that to replace 
them would cost in excess of me 
000,000. 

“The collections have been fur- 
ther enriched by gifts from indi- 
viduals conservatively valued at 
$735,000. In this connection may 
be mentioned the Catlin collection 
bequeathed in memory of the late 
Daniel Catlin; the Fowler collec- 
tion, bequeathed by the late Mrs. 
John Fowler: the group of 70 or 
more rare rugs presented by the 
late James F. Ballard; contribu- 
tions by Mr. W. K. Bixby, Mr.

Board of Control from the begin- 
ning to create a museum of broad 
interest to all our citizens. The Mu- 
seum's collections embrace notable 
examples in many fields, including 
painting, sculpture, the decorative 
arts, furniture, tapestries, textiles.

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DEMOGRATS INCREASE I 
- MNORTS UNE 


‘Also Make Inroads Into Repub- 
lican Strength in the State 
Legislature. 


By the Associated Press. 

PORTLAND, Me. Sept. 14.— 
Democratic majorities in the Maine 
election Monday were given decided 
boosts today in a re-check of tab- 
ulations and addition of two snall 
towns. 

Louis J. Brann, first Democrat 
elected Governor in 18 years, in- 
creased his lead over Burleigh Mar- 
tin to 2482. . 

The Democratic winners in the 
Second and Third congressional dis- 
tricts, Edward C. Moran Jr. and 
John G. Utterback, also gained ver 
their Republican opponents, Con- 
gressman John E. Nelson and for- 
mer Governor Ralph O. Brewster, 
while the advantage of Republicaa 
Congressman Carroll L. Beedy— 
sole survivor of the overthrow—in 
the First was trimmed considerable, 

The congressional majorities 
were: Moran, 2592; Utterback, 
1174; Beedy, 1581. 

Only 11 up-State towns and plan- 
tations—none of them with many 
votes—were missing for Gove-nor. 
The poll in those places could not 
change the total materially. 

A Defeat for the Drys. 

The Democratic victory was de- 
scribed as a defeat for “the drys” 
by the Rev. Frederick W. Smith, 
superintendent of the Civic Chris- 
tian League of Maine, prohibition 
organization. 

The Democratic candidates for 
Governor and the three Congres- 
siona] seats all campaigned as out- 
and-out repealists. 

For 75 years with but few reces- 
sions, Maine has had a state pro- 
hibitory law and has often been 
termed “the birthplace of prohibi- 
tion.” The Republican party has 
constantly stood for support of the 
eighteenth amendment and the 
state convention this year declared 
opposition “to any form of repeal 
or modification.” 

Democrats found today that they 
also had made enough inroads in 
the State Legislature to demand a 
prominent voice in affairs there. 

Democrats gained five seats with 
enother one in doubt in the State 
Senate, where two years ago they 
were without representation. In the 
151-seat House, they cut down the 
1930 Republican strength of 120 to 
98. Two seats were yet to be re- 
ported on. 

Brann Once a Republican, 

Brann, a Republican when he 
was graduated from the University 
of Maine in 1908, became a Dem- 
ocratic convert after he had made 
his home in Lewiston, the strong- 
hold of Maine democracy, and 
started practice of law in partner- 
ship with Daniel J. McGillicuddy, 
Maine’s last Democratic Represen- 
tative in Congress. Brann succes- 
sively was elected Judge of Pro- 
bate, appointed Judge of Lewiston’s 
Municipal Court and elected six 
consecutive times as Lewiston’s 
Mayor. 

Successful last June in a five- 
cornered contest for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Governor, he 
at once expanded his reputation as 
a harmonizer of factions, enlisting 
the aid of one of his defeated op- 
ponets as campaign manager, tour- 
ing the State with another, who 
was named National Committee- 
man, and welding his fellow parti- 
Sans together in the most militant

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FERGUSON NOMINATION 
CHALLENGED IN SUIT 


Gov. Sterling of Texas Charges 
He Was Béaten at Primary 
by Fraud. 


By the Assocfited Press. 

LUBBOCK, Tex., Sept. 14.—The 
Texas Democratic convention late 
yesterday declared Mrs. Miriam A. 


Ferguson the party’s norfinee for 
Governor, and soon afterward her 
defeated opponent in the primary, 
Gov. R. 8. Sterling, filed suit con- 
testing her nomination on the 
grounds of fraud. 

After adopting a report of the 
party Executive Committee that 
canvassed returns of the run-off 
primary, showing Mrs. Ferguson 
had received 3798 more votes than 
Sterling, the convention nominated 
her for Governor. 

Meanwhile, Sterling filed suit in 
Travis County District Court con- 
testing the nomination. 

Sterling’s suit named as princi- 
pad defendant Mrs. Ferguson and 
her husband, James E. Ferguson, a 
former Governor who was im- 
peached and removed from office 
in 1917. 

Sterling asked that the alleged il- 
legal votes be thrown out, and that 
he be declared the nominee. The 
petition alleged that in Dallas, Tar- 
rant, Harris and other counties up- 
wards of 3000 votes for: Sterling 
has been thrown out by election 
judges and not counted because 
voters had crossed or marked out 
portions of the ballot. These votes 
should have been counted, the peti- 
tion said. 

Sterling alleged that more than 
20,000 illegal votes had been cast 
for Mra. Ferguson.

SCHOOL BOND DROP 
CHARGE FOR BUILDINGS 


Fee for Use by Organizations 
Abolished Following Numer- 
ous Protests. 

Mctingtivcuns 


A recent Board of Education or- 
der charging $2.50 for the use of 
school buildings by organizations 
was rescinded by the board last 
night at its first meeting after the 
summer recess. 

The charge was to offset an ex- 
penditure of $25,000 last year to 
keep various school buildings open 
for 9600 meetings. Numerous pro- 
tests against the order were re- 
celved from groups throughout the 
city, including Boy Scouts, Girl 
Scouts, patrons” associations and 
junior organizations considered 
strictly educational. 

It was suggested that certain or- 
ganizations should be permitted 
free use of the schools, regardless 
of the $2.50 order, and to this 
Richard Murphy, president of the 
board, said, “If some are allowed 
free use of the school buildings, 
all should be, as the schools belong 
to the people.” 

The board also approved a num- 
ber of transfers recommended by 
Dr. Henry J. Gerling, Superintend- 
ent of Instruction, and previously, 
approved by the Instruction Com- 
mittee, and gave formal approval 
to a number of changes previous- 
ly announced in connection with 
opening of the school year. 

The two-year general college 
course, which had been offered free 
at Harris and Stowe teachers’ col< 
leges, was abolished. The four- 
year teachers’ course was not 
changed. The positions of presi- 
dent and vice-president of the col- 
leges were abolished. J. Leslie Pur- 
dom, president, was made princi- 
pal of Harris at $7000 a year. As 
president he received $9000. A 
principal for Stowe, where Negro 
teachers are instructed, has not 
yet been chosen. 

Appointment for one year of the 
following assistant superintendents 
was approved: Edmund F. Brown, 
Lillie R. Ernst, F. J. Jeffery, John 
Rush Powell, B. G. Shackelford, 
F. M. Underwood, Mathilde C. 
Gecks and George L. Hawkins. 

An amendment to the board rules 
to create the position of Director 
of Public Relations and Publicity 
was introduced by Murphy and laid 
over for 30 days. Murphy ex- 
plained the new position was to 
relieve Supt. Gerling from a num- 
ber of routine duties. 

The board postponed election of 
an attorney, out of respect to Col. 
Robert B. Burkham, attorney for 
the board for 17 years, who died 
Aug. 12. 

Trial of Arden R. Morgan, sus- 
pended as principal of Sherman 
School, was postponed upon the re- 
port that Morgan was ill. 

» The board voted to investigate 
protest against proposed conver- 
sion of the Glasgow School into a 
school for Negroes. 

At a dinner before the meeting 
Murphy told the board members 
that he would not be available for 
re-election as president should they 
desire him to serve another term. 
His one-year term expires next 
month, when he will return to the 
duties of a board member and de- 
vote attention to his private af-

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 14.— 

Gov. Franklin D.’ Roosevelt of 


New York, the Democratic presi- 
dential nominee, was met by more 
than 10,000 persons here last night 
when his special train was stopped 
here and Roosevelt was taken to 
the State Capitol to extend a brief 
greeting to delegates and visitors 


to the Democratic State platform 
convention. 

The special train arrived here at 
9:30 p. m. and left an hour and 25 
minutes later, but Roosevelt was 
away from his train only 25 min- 
utes and addressed the crowd gath- 
ered at the south front of the Capi- 
tol for less than two minutes. 
Gov. Roosevelt told the Missouri 
Democrats he was happy to visit 
Missouri’‘and that he would return 
to the state in about a month. The 
date and place of his return visit 
has not been announced. 

Brief. Speech at Capitol. 
“This has been a happy day for 
me,” he said, “because I woke this 
morning to hear the announcement 
of the news that Maine had gone 
Democratic. If Maine has gone 
Democratic, what will Missouri do 
in November?” 

Roosevelt, speaking through a 
microphone from an automobile In 
front of the Capitol, referred to 
former United States. Senator f: 
James A. Reed of Missouri, who oe RES 
introduced him, as an old friend, | 
mentioned ‘my friend, Harry 
Hawes” and said he was “happy 
to be here with my friend, Ben- 
nett C. Clark (Democratic nominee 
for the United States Senate), 
whose father I knew when he was 
Speaker of the House.”’ 

“It just dropped into Jefferson 
City to say ‘howdy,’ ” Gov. Roose- 
velt said. “I hope to get back/to 
Missouri next month, when I hope 
to meet many of you again. May 
Missouri do its duty on Nov. 8.”

F IT takes a Jack Dempsey to

COORDINATION BY 
LAW: ADVOGATED 


Survey by Head of Security 

_ Owners’ Association Rec- 
ommends State and Fed- 
eral Legislation. 


By the Associated Press. 
‘NEW YORK, Sept. 14.—Co-ordi- 


nation of motor busses and trucks 
with the railroads, through State 
and Federal legislation, is urged 
in an exhaustive report submitted 
to the Security Owners’ Association 
by Milton W. Harrison, president 
of the organization. 

The Security Owners’ Association 
is composed of investors in railway 
obligations and its membership in- 
cludes more than 1200 national 


banks, state banks and trust com- 
panies, 400 mutual savings banks, 
100 life, fire and casualty insur- 
ance companies and several thou- 
sand individuals. 
Among the conclusions drawn by 
Harrison in his report were the 
following: 
“Railroads are hampered in 
meeting motor competition by reg- 
ulation, while regulation of high- 
way carriers is sporadic and often 
ineffectual. 

“The competitive advantages of 
railroads over trucks are: Greater 
permanency of. operation, greater 
dependability and greater financial 
responsibility. 

“Revenue loss to railroads has 
been felt chiefly in less-than-car- 
load business. 

“As highway traffic developed 
Mthe ‘railroads not only lost the ton- 
nage formerly derived from haul- 
age of materials, but they felt the 
inroads upon their traffic because 
of the enlarged highway system 
tapping new markets and new re- 
gions for their motor competitors. 
“The tax funds spent in creating 
our national highway system have 
fostered a tremendous over-capac- 
ity of transportation facilities. 
“The railroads spent 5% billions 
of dollars on their plants in 1920- 
29, which equipped them with sur- 
plus capacity in 1929, while the in- 
creased investment in motor ve- 
hicles and roads, 1929 over 1923, 
was $3$2,117,600,600. 

“Uniform priieiples of taxation 
should be adopted by the states sd 
that highway users would contrib- 
ute the maximum amount of tax 
funds consistent with utilization of 
the roads. Protection of the public 
likewise demands uniform regula- 
tion of size, weight and speed of 
motor vehicles. 

“The future of the railroads lies 
in co-ordination of their points of 
superiority with those of the truck, 
thus providing an economic service 
would be better served and the 
banks, state banws and trust com- 
highways relieved of much useless 
congestion. The efforts of the rail- 
roads should be directed towards 
these ends.”’ 

Harrison’s report is one of sev- 
eral basic studies on which the Se- 
curity Owners’ Association has been 
engaged for more than a year in 
an effort to focus attention on the 
railroad problem in order to de- 
velop a program of legislative rec- 
ommendations which will aid the 
carriers.

Washington's false teeth, the Amer- 
ican Dental Association was told 
today by Dr. Walter J. Pryor of 
Cleveland, O., were hinged between 
the upper and lower plates by a 
strong spring which occasionally 
opened wide and left the President 
with his mouth agape and unable 
to close it.

The loud- 
speaker on the upper deck of Cape 
Girardeau bleated raucously of 
“my platform—show your confi- 
dence by putting a cross in the cir- 
cle at the top of the Republican 
ballot—Hoover, ladies and gentle- 
men, is not King of Canada, he is 
not President of France, he is just 
President of the United States’”— 
the last observation from former 
Gov. Harding of Iowa, one of the 
guest artists who joined the cast 
yesterday. 

And Still More Handshaking. 

Those who boarded the boat to 
dance on the barge moored to its 
port side found they had to pass 
a gauntlet of Republican candi- 
dates, headed by former Gov. Len 
Small, candidate for another term. 

Everybody shook hands with the 
candidates, who wore their cam- 
paign smiles while a master of cer- 
emonies for each aspirant for of- 
fice bawled continuously, “Right 
hand to Gov. Small, please—shake 
the hand of Gov. Sterling (Lieuten- 
ant-Governor running for re-elec- 
tion)——meet ‘Curly’ Brooks” (who 
aspires to be State Treasurer—and 
so on, down the line. 

East St. Louis, a city of homes, 
turned, out with its babies and 
carried? them down the reception 
line. Former Gov. Small, an old 
campaigner, whose heart beats for 
the people, implanted a kiss on 
the top of each infant’s head. In 
one group he bestowed a cam- 
paign osculation upon 22 future 
voters without dropping.a hand- 
shake along the line of adult Re- 
publicans, United States Senator 
Otis F. Glenn, also a candidate in 
the November election, was more 
repressed, patted the children. on 
the heads and smiled benignly on 
their parents. 

On the barge “one of the finest 
eight-piece orchestras in Chicago” 
whanged out dance tunes, while 
white and Negro pairs swirled 
across the floor under festoons of 
red, white and blue bunting. 

Facetious East St. Louis Demo- 
crats had passed the word to many 
of the East Side Negro settlements 
that there would be “‘free barbe- 
cue and beer” for every visitor. In 
this the visitors were disappointed, 
but everybody seemed to have a 
good time anyhow. 

“Big Bill” Life of the Party. 

“Big Bill,” dressed for comfort 
in summer trousers, white sport 
shirt and linen cap, was the life 
of the party. He presided at the 
microphone, introducing candidates 
to the audience on the levee. He 
dashed down the companionway 
to shout to the orchestra on the 
floor to liven things up. Once or 
twice he took his place before the 
band and marked its rhythms with 
elephantine gestures.

ed the building up of this pro- 
gram. The great lesson of it all is 
that there is no single cure-all, but 
that progress comes from a com- 
prehension of many factors and a 
sir.cere attempt to move forward 
on many lines at the same time. 

I see no necessity for discussing 
in detail the acute distress in 
which the farmer finds himself. 
You all know that better than any- 
one can tell you. You have felt 
it in your own lives and experi- 
ences. And you have seen it re- 
flected in limiting the opportunities 
that you have wanted to give your 
families. This experience of yours 
is far more moving than any 
phrases of mine or of anyone else. 

This distress has grown for more 
than 11 years over a radius of hun- 
dreds of miles from where I stand, 
in as productive and fertile a coun- 
try as the world has ever seen. 
We have poverty and want in the 
midst of abundance. With in- 
comparable natural wealth within 
the reach of these progressive 
farmers, they struggle with poverty 
and unbelievably hard times. They 
try to hold their farms under con- 
ditions produced by corn, hogs, 
cotton, wool and cattle and wheat 
selling on the farm at prices as 
low or lower than at any time in 
the history of the United States. 


Misses Decent Living. 

There has been some slight rise 
from these low levels, but in spite 
of it, there remains in millions of 
farm homes continuing uncertainty 
and apprehension. This means 
that the farmer misses not only 
the things that make life tolerable 
but those that made decent living 
possible. It means—and this is 
most important—that the farmer’s 
children must suffer the denial of 
those chances for education that 
justice and fairness should assure 
to them. We all of us hoped that 
our children would have a “better 
break” than we had. But the 
economic turn has almost blasted 
that hope for the farm parent. 
This means nothing less than the 
shadow of peasantry. 

There are six and one-half mil- 
lion families to whom this deepen- 
ing shadow is a grim reality. These 
six and one-half million families 
represent 22 per cent of the total 
population of the United States. 
They are the people actuany living 
on farms. It is fair to ask what 
percentage of the national income 
comes each year to this 22 per cent 
of the population. 

Let us remember these figures: 
in 1920 this 22 per cent of the 
population got 15 per cent of the 
national income; in 1925 it received 
11 per cent. By 1928 agriculture’s 
share had dropped to only just 
above 9 per cent, and the most re- 
cent estimate based on the figures 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture itself shows that farm 
income has today dropped to about 
7 per cent. 

Dominant Factor 10 Years. 

Remember well that during the 
past four years when he has been 
the chief executive of the nation, 
and also as a member of the Cabi- 
net during the previous six years, 
the dominant factor in our govern- 
mental economic policies has been 
the distinguished gentleman who 
is running against me. 

But let us not stop at our six 
and one-half million farm familles. 
Let us remember that 50,000,000 
men, women and children within 
our borders are directly and imme- 
diately concerned with the present 
and the future of agriculture. 

Again, let us not stop there. An- 
other 50 or 60 million people who 
are engaged in business or in in- 
dustry in our large and small city 
communities are at last coming to 
an understanding of the simple 
fact that their lives and futures 
are profoundly concerned with the 
prosperity of agriculture. They 
realize more and more that there 
will be no outlet for their products 
unless their 50 million fellow 
Americans who are directly con- 
cerned with agriculture are given 
the buying power to buy city prod- 
ucts. 


Our economic life today ‘s a 


seamless web. Whatever our voca- 
tion we are forced to recognize that, 
while we have enough factories and 
enough machines in the United 
States to supply all our needs, those 
factories will be closed part of the 
time and these machines will lie 
idle part of the time if the buying 
power of 50,009,000 people within 
our borders remains restricted or 
dead as it is today. 

I pointed out in my speech of 
acceptance the inter-dependence of 
the people of the United States— 
the fact that we cannot have inde- 
pendence in its true sense unless we 
take full account of our inter-de- 
pendence in order to provide a bal- 
anced economic well-being for all. 
Industrial prosperity can reach 
only artificial and temporary 
heights as it did in 1929 if at the 
same time there is no agricultural 
prosperity. This nation can not 
endure if it is half “boom” and 
half “broke.” 

That word “inter-dependence” 
applies also to the relationship be- 
tween the different parts of our 
country. If in the South a cotton- 
raising poputation goes into bank- 
ruptcy because the price of cotton 
is so low that it does not pay for 
the cost of production, you in the 
wheat belt or in the corn belt are 
directly affected by a tragedy 1000 
miles away. If you who raise wheat 
Or corn, lose your homes through 
foreclosure, every other farmer in 
the East or the South or on the Pa- 
cific Coast, and every factory 
worker in every part of the coun- 
try, is directly affected by your 
distress. 

Inter-dependence within the ‘ield 
of agriculture itself is a vital fact. 
Every kind of farming is related 
to every other kind. A disturbance 
anywhere within the _ structure 
causes repercussions everywhere. 


What the Problem Is. 


If we would get to the root of the 
difficulty, we will find it in the 
present lack of equality for agri- 
culture. Farming has not had an 
even break in our economic system. 
The things that our farmers buy 
today cost 9 per cent more than 
they did before the World War. 
The things they sell bring them 43 
per cent less than then. These fig- 
ures, as of Aug. 1, which are au- 
thenticated by the Department of 
Agriculture, mean that the farm 
dollar is worth less than half of 
what it represented before the war. 
Remember this, friends: The things 
that farmers buy, protected by Mr. 
Grundy’s tariff, are 9 per cent 
above pre-war; the things that 
farmers sell—and remember world 
prices fix domestic prices—ara 43 
per cent below pre-war prices. The 
correction of this condition must 
in some way bring the purchasing 
power of the farmer within reach 
of the things that Mr. Grundy has 
protected. It means finding a cure 
for the condition that compels the 
farmer to trade in 1932 two wagon 
loads for the things for which in 
1914 he traded one wagon :oad. 
This is as short a way as. any to 
state the farm problem. 

Forced Foreign Retaliation. 

There are two undeniable his- 
toric facts of the past 12 years. 

First, the present administration, 
and the two previous administra- 
tions, in all of which the Presi- 
dent was an important member, 
failed utterly to understand’ the 
farm problem as a national whole, 
or to plan for its relief; and sec- 
ond, they destroyed the foreign 
markets for our exportable farm 
surplus beginning with the Ford- 
ney-McCumber tariff and ending 
with the Grundy tariff, thus vio- 
lating the simplest principle of in- 
ternational trade, and forcing the 
inevitable retaliation of foreign 
countries. 

I cannot forbear at this point 
expressing my amazement that in 
the face of this retaliation—inev- 
itable from the day the Grundy 
tariff became law and predicted by 
every competent observer at home 
and abroad—not one effective step 
to deal with it or to alleviate its 
consequences has been taken or 
proposed by the national adminis- 
tration. In that attitude the Re- 
publican leadership, from the 
President down, shows an incredi- 
ble disregard of facts, combined 
with stubborn indifference to the 
consequence of their folly. 

Of some steps which should have 
been taken and which should now 
be taken to meet this situation I 
have already spoken and I _ shall 
have more to say. At this moment 
T want to sperik of other phases 
of the problex. of permanent farm 
relief. 

' Let us pause to take a look at 
the problem in the longer perspec- 
tive. We must have, I assert with 
all possible emphasis, national 
planning in agriculture. We must 
not have, as now, the scattering of 
our efforts through the heterogen- 
eous and disassociated activities of 
our Government agencies dealing 
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with the problem. .On the other 
hand, we must avoid the present 
tendency to rush from one expedi- 
ent to another. We need unity of 
planning, coherence in our admin- 
istration and emphasis upon cures 
rather than upon drugs. 
Suggested Measures. 


On my part, I suggest the follow- 
ing permanent measures: 

First, I would reorganize the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, looking toward the admin- 
istrative machinery needed to build 
a program of national planning. I 
should be the last person in the 
world to begome a harsh and 
thoughtless critic of a department 
that has done so many good things. 
But I know enough of government 
and of the ways of government to 
know that the growth of a depart- 
ment is often irregular, illogical 
and haphazard. It is always easy 
to add to a department; additions 
mean more jobs. But to cut away 
unnecessary functions, eliminate 
useless jobs or redirect routine ac- 
tivities toward more fruitful pur- 
poses is a task that must be under- 
taken. 

Second, I favor a definite policy 
looking to the planned use of the 
land. We already have more than 
enough tilled land to meet our 
needs for many years to come, since 
our population has ceased to ex- 
pand so rapidly and agriculture is 
becoming from year to year more 
efficient. We have in the 13 ori- 
ginal states of the East and a few 
others, great acres of. relatively 
poor land hardly worth cultivation 
which provide either actual or po- 
tential competition with better 
land. This lowers the quality of 
farm products, depresses the prices 
of better farm products, creates 
great added expense because of the 
faulty distribution of the popula- 
tion and consumes public and pri- 
vate resources in attempting the 
development of means of livin 
and communication that should not 
be needed. The sum total result of 
all this is waste and hardship. 


Economic Soil Survey. 


To provide the necessary guid- 
ance for the correction of this 
faulty distribution of farms and of 
farming energy, there is need for 
an economic soil survey especially 
in the Eastern states, to be carried 
on jointly by the nation and the 
states through the initiative of the 
Federal Government. This soil 
survey should have a much broader 
scope than ‘present surveys, and 
should .be directed towards the 
problems of proper utilization of 
the land and future distribution of 
population along sound economic 
lines. It should lead to mapping 
and classification of land of all 
kinds, to determine which lands 
are best suited for agricultural pro- 
duction, which lands are marginal 
and which lands are suited only to 
growing tree crops. . 
Marginal Lands Use 


Let me give you this simple 
example of something I have ac- 
tually done. Remember, at the 
same time, that this does not apply 
to the wheat belt or the corn belt 
but does apply to most of the East- 
ern states. We in the State of New 
York have approved, by vote of the 
people, the expenditure of ten mil- 
lions of dollars toward the elimi- 
nation of marginal lands from ac- 
tual farming. This year alone we 
have bought over two hundred 
thousand acres of unprofitable mar- 
ginal farm lands and: have turned 
these acres into the growing of trees 
for lumber and pulp. I do not have 
to point out to you the fact that 
this eastern program is not only 
good for the East but is also of 
value in that it removes the com- 
petition of marginal hill farms 
from your own crops in the West 

Such planning, designed pri- 
marily to gain a better and less 
wasteful distribution of agricul- 
tural effort, inevitably will point 
the way to readjustments in the 
distribution of the population in 
general. The pendulum is swing- 
ing back from the intense con- 
centration of population in cities. 
We know the possibilities for the 
greater ease and comfort of mod- 
ern rural and small town living. 
This does not mean a “back-to-the- 
land” movement in the ordinary 


sense of a return to agriculture. It’

It will effect cheaper and more 
wholesome living for much of our 
population. To the farmer it will 
mean bringing a considerable part 
of his market closer to his own 
door yard. 

Distribution of Taxes. 

A third process of permanent 
relief for agriculture can come 
through national leadership in the 
reduction and more equitable dis- 
tribution of taxes. With respect 
to this, I propose to exert, through 
the presidency, as I have done 
through the governorship, such in- 
fluence as I can, in favdr of a na- 
tional movement to reorganize local 
government in the direction of 
eliminating some of the tax burden 
which now bears so heavily on 
farms. ‘There are too many taxing 
districts, too many local units of 
government, too many unneecssary 
offices and functions. The govern- 
mental underbrush which has 
sprouted for years should be 
cleared away. 

In addition, we need a clearer 
separation of fields of taxation as 
‘between the nation, the states and 
the localities. By so doing, we can 
lift some of the tax burden rest- 
ing on land, and I mean to stress 
that objective by every means at 
my command. These three objec- 
tives are of the sort that will re- 
quire slow-moving development, 
They constitute a necessary build- 
ing for the future. 

The Immediate Problem. 

In meeting the immediate prob- 
lem of distress, however, it is nec- 
essary to adopt quick-acting reme- 
dies. 

In the first place, there is the 
necessity for the refinancing of 


farm mortgages in order to relieve 
the burden of excessive interest 
charges and the grim threat of 
foreclosure. Much was done in the 
last session of Congress to extend 
and liquefy and pass on to the Fed- 
eral Government the burden of debt 
of railroads, banks, utilities and in- 
dustry in general. Something in 
the nature of a gesture was made 
in the direction of financing urban 
homes. But practically nothing 
was done toward removing the de- 
structive menace of debt from 
farm homes. 

lt is my purpose, if elected, to 
direct all the energy of which I am 
capable to the formulation of defi- 
nite projects to relieve this distress. 
Specifically, I am prepared to in- 
sist that Federal credit be ex- 
tended to banks, insurance or loan 
companies, or other corporations 
or individuals which hold farm 
mortgages amons their assets—but 
that these credits must be made on 
the condition that every reasonable 
assistance be given to the mort- 
gages where the loans are sound, 
with the purpose of preventing 
foreclosure. These conditions must 
be enforced. 

Lower interest rates and an exten- 
sion of principal payments will save 
thousands of farms to their owners.

Making Tariff Effective. 

In the last few years many plans 
have been advanced for achieving 
this object. None has been given 
a trial. The circumstances are so 
complex that no man can say with 
assurance that one particular plan 
is applicable to all crops or even 
that one plan is better than anoth- 
er in relation to a particular crop. 
One fact I want to make clear, 
with all possible emphasis. There 
is no reason to despair merely be- 
cause defects have been found in 
all of these plans; or because some 
of them have been discarded by re- 
sponsible leaders in favor of new 
plans. The fact that so much ear- 
nest study and investigation of 
this problem has been made from 
s0 many angles, and by so many 
men is, in my opion, ground for 
assurance rather than despair. Such 
a wealth of information has been 
accumulated, so many possibilities 
explored, so many able minds en- 
listed, and, more important still, so 
much education on the subject pro- 
vided for and by the farmers them- 
selyes, that the time has come 
when able and thoughful leaders 
who have followed this develop- 
ment from the beginnnig are now 
focussing on the basic elements of 
the problem and the practical na- 
ture of its solution. 

Within the past year many of 
our principal industrialists also 
have come to the conclusion that 


since the great decline of our ex- 
port trade the chief hope for in- 
dustrial rehabilitation lies in some 
workable method of dealing with 
farm surpluses. 

Support for the trial of some 
plan to put the tariff into effect 
seems to be found everywhere ex- 
cept in the administration at Wash- 
ington. This official lack of sym- 
pathy has probably done more tb 
prevent the development of con- 
crete, generally acceptable plans 
than any single force. To me it 
appears the administration takes a 
wholly unfair attitude. It says, in 
substance, that since a perfect plan 
has not been developed nothing 
can be done; and at the same time 
it takes a position wholly inimical 
to every effort made during the 
past 11 years to provide workable 
means of relief. This negative po- 
sition taken by the administration 
is more than a mere failure to as- 
sume leadership. It is an abso- 
lute repudiation of responsibility. 
This negative, even hostile, position 
has included a disposition on the 
part of the administration to set 
proponents of one plan off against 
another; the apparent object being 
to create a situation in which it is 
possible for administration leader- 
ship to say, “how can we do any- 
thing for agriculture when it is 
not agreed within itself as to what 
it wants to do?” 

It will be my purpose, my friends, 
to compose the conflicting elements 
of these various plans, to gather 
the benefit of the long study and 
consideration of them; to co-ordi- 
nate efforts to- the end that agree- 
ment may be reached upon the de- 
tails of a distinct policy, aimed at 
producing the result to which all 
these efforts and plans are directed 
-——-the restoration of agriculture to 
economic equality with other in- 
dustries within the United States. 
I seek to give to that portion of 
the crop consumed in the United 
States a benefit equivalent to a 
tariff sufficient to give your farm- 
ers an adequate price.

AM very mucb interested in the two 

articles by Walter Lippmann, pub- 
lished in your paper Sept. 7 and Sept, 8. 

In the article of the 7th, Mr. Lipp- 
mann says: “The United States is not 
merely on the gold standard as other 
countries are or have been; it is nailed 
to the gold standard with a decisiveness 
peculiarly its own.” Mr, Lippmann stops 
there and does not inform his interested 
readers what this decisive peculiarity is 
which nails the United States to the 
gold standard. It would be very inter- 
esting to many of your readers, includ- 
infg myself, if this paragraph could be 
enlarged and elucidated. 

In Mr. Lippmann's “article of the &th, 
he says: “The gap between prices and 
costs, which was becoming wider as de- 
flation proceeded, is closing up as de- 
fiation is arrested. The gap is closing 
because costs have been reduced and 
because the pressure on prices has been 
relieved.” Does not Mr. Lippmann mean 
that the gap between prices and costs is 
widening instead of narrowing, thus per- 
mitting a larger profit.on articles sold? 
If the gap is closing instead of widening, 
since the difference between prices and 
costs is profit, then profits must be di- 
minishing, which is hardly the way to re- 
store prosperity. He says the gap is 
“closing because costs have been reduced, 
and because the pressure on prices has 
been relieved.” This last sentence seems 


- to contradict the first.

The result of the Maine election has given impetus 
to Gov. Roosevelt's Westery trip. It would be to 
blink every indication not to admit that the Demo- 
cratic wave is rising and his chances are bright. 

What happened in Maine is symptomatic. The Re- 
publicans are on the wrong side of the tariff issue, 
and they lack forthrightness upon the prohibition is 
sue. They carry the additional handicap of hard 
times. The people of Maine are habitual Republic- 
ans, but they cannot be made to stand hitched at 
guch a time as this, All the stalwarts in the Hoover 
camp, as well as the President himself, admit the seri- 
ousness of the situation. “ 

Gov. Roosevelt’s trip will take him as far as the 
Pacific coast. It will in itself no doubt give addi- 
tional indications of the present temper of the peo 
ple. All the primaries have shown that the people 
are crossing party lines to take a whack at the pow- 
ers that be, a phenomenon by no means confined to 
the United States. There are few countries in. the 
world where the government has not either fallen or 
been hard pressed to continue in power. The Wash- 
ington correspondent of fie New Republic says the 
presidential campaign is largely between the East 
and West, with the Democrats stronger in the West. 
If the Maine election means anything, it means that 
the Democrats are also strong in the East. 

In view of the situation, Gov. Roosevelt's trip 
would appear to be in redundance. There seems to 
be less question how the election is going than there 
is about the comparative influence in the campaign 
of the liquor issue and hard times. Unless we are 
mistaken, hard times beat the Republicans in Maine. 
The liquor issue might have been a factor there, but 
it could not have amounted to very much. The peo 
ple of Maine have been playing the hypocrite too long 
suddenly to have achieved the virtue of candor. They 
must have been aroused by something else. What 
that something else ig the whole world knows quite 
well. People such as Alfonso, now separated from his 
royal post in Madrid, can testify eloquently to it. 
Gov. Roosevelt therefore finds hiniself in something 
of the position occupied by Mr. Wilson in 1912. The 
Republicans had two candidates in the field that year. 
One of them was the most popular man in our pub- 
lic life within the memory of people now living. Mr. 
Wilson found himself free to rise above the usual 
welter of presidential campaigns and give the coun- 
try a refreshing course in political science. What he 
said is preserved in innumerable books. It was one 
of the greatest contributions ever made to American 
political thought. It carried the man to intellectual 
heights from which he finally became the veritable 
spokesman for the world. His monument is the great- 
est political aspiration ever given this war-torn 
planet, the League of Nations. It is so many times 
bigger than the world to which he bequeathed it that 
we can only think of it as Shakespeare thought of 
patience, which he apostrophizes as sometimes sitting 
on a monument smiling at our perplexities. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt is not a Woodrow Wilson. 
Few men are. A Thomas Jefferson or a Woodrow 
Wilson is rare. They belong to that limited category 
in which Francis Galton placed the few men whose 
minds have joined to give us civilization. The obvious 
cue for Gov. Roosevelt is to follow the great exam- 
ple of Mr. Wilson. The people are not going to hear 
patiently what he thinks of individuals. Human af- 
fairs, as we learned from Mr. Wilson, are usually a 
matter of tendencies and traditions. He said upon 
one occasion: 


I want to record my protest against any discus- 
sion of this matter which would seem to indi- 
cate that there are bodies of our fellow citizens 
who are trying to grind us down and do us in- 
justice. There are some men of that sort. I

Mr. Wilson. had little or nothing to say about Col. 
Roosevelt or Mr. Taft. He talked about the system 
we had built up, that same system to which Prof. 
Taussig of Harvard has subsequently ascribed the 
Hawley-Smoot tariff. Mr. urged the people 
to take control of the country into their own hands. 
He exhorted them to what he termed the new free- 
dom. He showed them what they could achieve for 
themselves if they abandoned their lethargy and 
marched to the polis. Mr. Wilson knew that in the 
1870s 85 per cent of the qualified voters of the United 
States exercised their right of franchise. He had 
lived to see only &0 per cent of the voters go to the 
polls, and in the last campaign in which he was 
elected, even less than that voted, 


ing Jeffersonianism. Col, Roosevelt was a Jeffersonian 
at heart. The whole Progressive movement which he 
headed in 1912 was Jeffersonian at bottom. Its re 
volt was not merely from the Chicago convention 
which nominated Mr. Taft, but from the Hamiltoni- 
ans who took control of the party when Col. Roose- 
velt left the White House. The Progressive movement 
itself faltered in the giant shadow of that system 
which Col. Roosevelt himself had urged the Jeffer- 
sonians to conquer at Armageddon. It waved the 
big stick and then took to its breast the patron saint 
of the system and the arch-monopolist of his time, 
George W. Perkins, who financed the movement. The 
flesh pots had won again. 

No one more clearly saw what had happened than 
Mr. Wilson saw it. He went straight to the battle 
field which the Progressives had quit. The conse 
quences of his leadership from 1912 to 1916 were the 
most beneficent America had known since the time 
of Jackson. A flood of liberal legislation, all de 
signed to free the people from economic slavery, went 
through the Congress. Had that shining era remained 
an inspiration and an incentive to the American peo 
ple, the country would never have fallen upon such an 
evil day as this, when 2 per cent of the population 
owns approximately 60 per cent of the national 
wealth, when the incomes of a mere handful of men 
exceed the incomes of al] the workers in whole indus- 
tries like farming and textiles, when millions are un- 
employed, and when the great industrial structure we 
have devised cannot function because the people are 
unable to buy its products. For the dreams of Col. 
Roosevelt and Mr. Wilson, the Lilliputians who suc- 
ceeded them in the White House gave us the amazing 
philosophy that by running the number of super-mil- 
lionaires up to 504, which we had done by 1929, we 
were going to put two automobiles in every garage 
and a chicken in every pot. 
Gov. Roosevelt is the creature of conditions which 
have baffled the world as it has not been baffled 
since the Dark Ages. To quote Homer, he has upon 
his side the imperial thunderbolts of Jove. It is not 
a role in which a man of humble talents and a prac 
tical politician can be expected to match the great- 
ness of his opportunity; but he can walk in the 
footsteps of a great exemplar. We have let wealth 
and privilege run away with the country. We have 
let Wall Street dominate the national councils. The 
thing has gone on until we present a spectacle that 
no other age in history ever saw—starvation in the 
midst of plenty. There is a reason for it. It rises 
above personalities and peccadilloes. It is not some- 
thing for which either Mr. Hoover or his party is 
solely responsible. It is something for which we are 
all responsible. If Gov. Roosevelt will talk about

Rescue of the “flying family,” after its amphibian; 
plane was wrecked on the icy, reef-lined coast of 
Greenland, borders on the miraculous, and writes 
finis to'a supremely foolhardy expedition. The nar- 
row escape of George Hutchinson and his party amply 
justifies the Greenland Government's attitude, but its 
wise warnings went unheeded. Greenland is one ot 
the world’s most dangerous places for any form of 
travel, and particularly for the aviator. Hutchinson | 
and his wife, their navigator, mechanic, radio op- 
erator and camera man might have won some ad- 
miration for the exploit, even in failure, for they are 
adults, supposedly of mature judgment. But to take

on the risks of such a needless journey, was inde 
fensible. 

After all, nothing was to be achieved for aviation 
or science by the adventure. The Hutchinsons sim- 
ply wanted to be the first family to fly across the 
ocean, a matter of personal pride, whose value to the 
world was exactly that of a tree-sitting or walkathon 
record. True, the Hutchinsons had a record: of 
100,000 miles of en famille flight, but that was made 
in civilized regions, and the dangers of this project 
more than outweighed the urge for more worlds to 
conquer. It is a relief to know they are safe, and it 
would be a greater relief to learn their plan is defi- 
nitely canceled. 


Few persons now living possess the martyr’s spirit 
of self-sacrifice and discipline of the flesh so thor- 
oughly as does Mahatma Gandhi. His willingness to 
suffer imprisonment for his cause, his rigorous daily 
regimen, his preaching and practice of non-resistance 
are all qualities of the zealot. With them is mingled 
& canny sense of showmanship. Both characteris- 
tics play a part in his announced decision to starve 
himself to death, for a prolonged and spectacular end, 
as a protest against the plan for Indian communal 
representation, recently promulgated by Premier 
MacDonald. Gandhi's chief objection is the provision 
of a separate electorate for the depressed classes, or 
untouchables, a majority of whom are on record as 
opposed to it. The Nationalist view is that separate 
representation for the various groups will perpetuate 
class-consciousness and hinder the unification of 
India. 

Gandhi has been a knotty problem for India since 
he launched his independence campaign; a problem 
whether at liberty or in prison. It will be doubly 
difficult to deal with a Gandhi whose agitation con- 
sists of deliberately dying by inches, while his fo}-

lowers are roused to greater determination by his 
final protest. Against the determined Gandhi stands 
an equally determined Scot, Ramsay MacDonald, who 
says he will back his plan of representation until 
India agrees on another, which seems im possible. 
Hunger strikes have plagued British officialdom 
to desperation whenever invoked. Many of the mili- 
tant suffragettes, jailed for their campaign of prop- 
erty destruction and peace disturbance in 1912 and 
1913, resorted to self-starvation. Forcible feeding 
broke some of these strikes, and other prisoners were 
released under the “cat-and-mouse act,” by which they 
were re-arrested and returned to jail time after time 
as successive strikes ended. Gandhi forestalls the 
possibility of action under this law by saying he 
will continue to starve himself whether in jail or 
out. Irish Republicans, imprisoned in 1920 for sedi- 
tion, also resorted to the hunger strike. Several] died 
including Terence MeSwiney, Lord Mayor of Cork, 
who fasted 74 days before the end came, He was - 
shrined as @ martyr of the Irish cause, just as Gandhi 


will be canonized by the Indian Nationalists if he 
carries out his threat.

THE RETREAT FROM MAINE. 
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The Bonus Army Dispute 


SHARP dispute hag broken out be- 
A tween the superintendent of the 

Washington police, Gen. Glassford, and 
the Attorney-General, Mr. Mitchell, as to 
what the superintendent said about calling 
on the Federal! troops to deal with the bonus 
marchers. 

Mr. Mitchell affirms that Gen. Glassford 
“was asked the direct question whether he 
thought it was neceasary to secure the as- 
sistance of Federal troops, to which he re- 
plied in the affirmative.”*" Gen. Glassford 
affirms that he “stated that the police could 
hold the area which had been repossessed 
during the morning” but “that if further 
efforts toward evicting the veterans by the 
police were insisted upon that afternoon... 
the Federal troops should be called upon 
to do it,” 

In view of the heat, the hurry and the 
hysteria which existed in Washington July 
28, in view of the fact that what Gen. Glass- 
ford said was conveyed to Mr. Mitchell 
through a District Commissioner, it is not 
astonishing that Gen, Glasaford's fine dis- 
tinction was lost in the shuffle. There is 
certainly nothing in this phase of the con- 
troversy which is not readily explicable as 
a mere misunderstanding. 


Of much greater importance than what 
happened July 28 is what happened in 
the weeks preceding. The first bonus 
marchers arrived in Washington May 27. 
Congress adjourned July 16. There is no 
evidence, J think, that during those 50 days 
the administration made any effort to ex- 
plain to the men precisely why they were 
not entitied to a cash payment and would 
not be given it, 

On Mr. Mitchell's own statement, “A very 
considerable number were genuine ex-ser- 
vice men of good intentions and clean rec- 
ords,” Yet nothing was done to educate 
these men. 
mis-educated by the Congressmen who 
voted the bonus. They were allowed to mill 
around Washington for those seven weeks 
without ever hearing from the lips of any- 
one in authority a straightforward, under- 
standable account of why their demand was 
being opposed. 

Is it any wonder that having been, first, 
snubbed, then driven out, and then de- 
nounced as criminals and traitors, these 
poor misguided men are full of bitterness? 
The truth is that the administration did 
not have the foresight and self-confidence

The main 
issue, after all, is whether a body of voters, 
who happen to be veterans, can compel the 
Government to give them a large sum of 
money to which they are not entitled. The 
veterans think they are entitled to that 
money, so that they cannot be charged 
with a brutal holdup. They have been mis- 
led. They are not entitled to the money 
now, and therefore, even if the Federal 
finances could stand the strain of giving 
them what they ask, it would be the duty 
of every public man to oppose the demand. 

For of ali tthe forms of corruption to 
which a republic is suaceptible, the most 
deadly is to hand money out of the treasury 
because a group of voters has become too 
strong to be refused, This its the ultimate 
corruption of popular government. It is the 
corruption of the electorate itself. Against 
predatory interests the final remedy is an 
aroused electorate. But inat a preda- 
tory electorate there is no remedy by the 
ordinary methods of democracy. 

This ia the real bonus issue. The effect 
on the national credit of yielding the bonus 
would be serious, but secondary. The ef- 
fect upon the political morale would be 
calamitous, For if the Government yielded, 
it would mean that organised force had 
triumphed over the authority of the state.

RESIDENT HOOVER'S economic cone 

ference on the depression will probably 
be productive of some good, but in the main 
it has been a bitter disappointment. It of- 
fers farmers and workers only meager and 
indirect benefits; and its chorus that the 
“crisis is past” has been heard too often bes 
fore to be convincing. 

It so happens that there was another cong 
ference at Cleveland about: 10 days earlie 
a meeting of the executives of the Standard 
Railroad Labor Organizations. They, too, 
spoke of the depression, @nd@ they said: “‘It 
is time to use the credit and the vast re- 
sources of this nation, primarily and direct- 
ly, to promote the welfare of the working 
masses of the nation. Wage cutting must 
stop. Adequate wages, adequate prices and 
adequate employment must be restored.” 

Those three sentences contain more 
Statesmanship than all the reams of words 
poured out at the President’s conference. 
President Hoover missed splendid oppor 
tunities, both in choosing the members of 
his conference and in his address to them. 
The make-up of the conference is all but 
incredible. With 11,000,000 men and women 
looking vainly for work, there- was no 
spokesman for labor. With agriculture on 
or over—the ragged edge of bankruptcy, 
there was no spokesman for the farmers, 
There were bankers, and industrial mag- 
nates, and more bankers. Nor did President 
Hoover give bold, clear leadership to the 


strange gathering which he summoned. 
+ ~ * 
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The money and credit of this nation have 
been put behind big business, especially big 
financial business, by billions of dollars. 
President Hoover might have demanded 
of the leaders before him, in return for 
these favors, that they declare for shorter 
hours of labor as a national! policy, that they 
promise to make no reduction of wages or 
working forces for at least 60 to 90 days, 
that they risk some of their hoarded wealth, 
~-which the nation’s backing has saved fo 
them-—in an effort to start the wheels. 

But President Hoover devoted only one 
long paragraph, near the end of his speech, 
to unemployment; and took no decisive 
Stand in that. He favors shortened work 
time now, in this emergency: but he only 
thinks it “‘may be” necessary in the future. 
His faith seems pinned to “spreading: work,” 
dividing the jobs among available workers

Jobs, and raises the buying power of som@ 
workers by lowering that of others. 

Of guaranteed employment, of increase in 
the total buying power of wage earners, of 
shortened hours and increased wages to 
keep pace with increased output, President 
Hoover did not speak, even in whispers:

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WOMEN SIN PLEDGES 
TO SW FOR NEEDY 


276 to Go to Workshop, 
Others to Be Busy in 
Homes and Churches. 


Organizations representing 20,- 
000 women were mobilized at Hotel 
Stfatier yesterday by the St. Louis 


Chapter of the Red Cross for “the 
biggest job since 1918"—conver- 
sion of 361 miles of cloth into gar- 
ments for the needy of St. Louis 
and St. Louis County. 

Since virtually every woman rep- 
resented an organization, Red 
Cross leaders had expected a hun- 
dred or so to show up for the 
meeting. Actually, 300 chairs 
were not enough to go around. 
Nearly 100 more were hurriedly re- 
quistioned, and many women 
stood. 

Within 30 minutes the St. Louis 
Chapter had pledges of 276 wom- 
en to sew at the workshop, where 
the services of 250 had been hoped 
for, 50 a day for five days a week 
through each month. No one esti- 
mated how many thousands in ad- 
dition were pledged to sew at 
homes, churches and other meet- 
ing places by 86 women, who rep- 
resented organized groups rang- 
ing from a dezen women to several 
hundred, 

“There were many reminiscences 
of war time, when hundreds of 
women worked at the old Schaper 
store, the Kinloch Building, the 
Railway Exchange Building and 
Barnes Hospital to elothe soldiers, 
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the wounded, and the needy of St. 
Louis and the warring countries. 

A litftle black-clad woman rose 
timidly to suggest that she would 
like to organize a sewing unit 

“Oh, I remember you,” said Mrs. 
W. T. Donovan, who presided. “Re- 
member the woollen socks and 
sweaters we used to turn out by 
the dozen?” 

“Many of the women in my 
neighborhood haven’t carfare to 
come to the workshop,” explained 
the other. “And there are both 
public and parochial schools. I 
wondered if we should organize 
separate units, or just work al] 
together in one big group.” 

“Use your own judgment,” said 
Mrs. Donovan. “We want al! the 
volunteers we can get, and you 
can see right in your neighborhood 
how best to organize them.” 

No Begging for Money. 

Women clustered about samples 
of cotton prints, plain shirting and 
muslin, and cotton flannel in pat- 
terns “nicer than we ever thought 
possible.”” “And one nice thing 
about it,” remarked Mrs. Donovan 
~—‘“we don’t have to go out and 
beg for money.” 

“There is a personal touch in 
this work,” said Paul S. Bliss, ex- 


ecutive secretary of the St. Louis 


Chapter. “Most of these garments 
will be for children. and your in- 
terest will make them neater and 
better than many of the recipients 
have ever worn. Let your itmagi- 
nation go into the 30,000 impov- 
erished homes in St. Louis and the 
county, where they will be re- 
ceived.” 


He said that the first shipment, 
27,500 yards of shirting, had ar- 
rived, 300,000 yards of other ma- 
terials were on the way, and, if 
hecessary, and more than the 600,-

corn (in the form of hogs) and to- 
bacco; a tariff benefit over worid 
prices which is equivalent to the 
benefit given by the tariff to in- 


benefit must be so applied that the 
increase in farm income, purchas- 
ing and debt paying power will not 
stimulate further production. 
‘Second: The plan must finance 

itself. Agriculture has at no time’ 
sought and does not now seek any 
such access to the public treasury 
as was provided by the futile and 
costly attempts at price stabiliza- 
tion by the Federal Farm Board. 
It seeks only equality of opportu- 
nity with tariff-protected industry. 

Third: It must not make use of 
any mechanism which would cause 
our European customers to retali- 
ate on the ground of dumping. It 
must be based upon making the 
tariff effective and direct in its 
operation. 3 

Fourth: It must make use of ex- 
isting agencies and so-far as pos- 
sible be decentralized in its admin- 
istration so that the chief respon- 
sibility for its operation will rest 
with locality rather than with 
newly created bureaucratic ma- 
chinery in Washington. 


Fifth: It must operate as nearly 
as possible on a co-operative basis 
and its effect must be to enhance 
and strengthen the co-operative 
movement. It should, moreover, be 
constituted so that it can be with- 
drawn whenever the emergency has 
passed and normal foreign markets 
have been re-established. 

Sixth: The plan must be, inso- 
far as possible, voluntary. I like 
the idea that the plan should not 
be put into operation unless it 
has the support of a reasonable 
proportion of the producers of the 
exportable commodity to which it 
is to apply. It must be so organ- 
ized that the benefits will go to the 
man who participates. 


Co-operation Necessary. 


These, it seems to me, are the es- 
sential specifications of a work- 
able plan. In determining the de- 
tails necessary to the solution of so 
vast a problem it goes without say- 
ing that many minds must meet, 
many persons must work together. 
Such co-operation must of neces- 
sity come from those who have had 
the widest experience with the 
problem and who enjoy to the 
greatest degree the confidence of 
the farmers in this country. With- 
out in any sense seeking to avoid 
responsibility, I shall avail myself 
of the widest possible range of such 
assistance. My willingness to do 
this is fully attested by the extent 
to which the development of our 
agricultural program in New York 
has been brought about through 
the assistance given to me on a non- 
partisan, nonpaid basis, by the 
leaders of agriculture in the State 
of New York. 


This co-operation and advice 
which I received in New York came 
not only from those directly inter- 
ested in agriculture but from the 
leaders in the Legislature as well. 
There were there, as there are in 
the Congress of the United. States, 
far-sighted and patriotic servants, 
Republicans and Democrats, who 
are willing to put the welfare of 
agriculture and of the country as a 
whole ahead of party advantage. 
To such leaders in all parties I 
shall look for guidance, good-will 
and support. 

Determination to Help. 

After all, the farmer's hope for 
the future must rest upon the pol- 
icy and the spirit in which his case 
is considered. His problem is one 
of difficulty. It is for him to de- 
cide whether he wants the solution 
of this problem to be committed 
to leaders who are determined to 
relieve the inequities which have 
caused his distress, or to leaders 
whose record clearly shows that 
they are determined to preserve a 
staggering subsidy for industry, but 
to give agriculture only a measure 
of words and more words. The 
essence of this question comes 
down to a matter of keeping faith 
with American agriculture. On my 
part, I can stand on my own rec- 
ord and on the poliices I have just 
set forth. 


Administration Record. 
On the opposite side, you have 
the long record of the present ad- 
ministration. 


In setting forth that record you 
know better than J that the farm- 
er’s hope has had to rest upon the 
policy and spirit in which his case 
was considered by the Government. 
We can fully test the policy and 
spirit of the present administra- 
tion. It runs back a long time, 
because those leaders have held 
public office before. In those of- 
fices they have had ample oppor- 
tunity to demonstrate their atti- 
tude toward agriculture. 


When the depression in agricul- 
ture began in 1921, Republican 
leaders first sought to belittle the 
plight of § agriculture. They 
claimed that the old familiar tariff 
remedy would suffice; and they of- 
fered the Fordney-McCumber tariff 
act, passed (God save the mark) 
a the ironic lable of farm re- 

ef. 


The Republican leaders in posi- 
tions of national responsibility at 
that time—and this of course in- 
cludes the then Secretary of Com- 
merce—either did not or would not 
realize the change in international 
conditions due to internationa) 
debts. They closed their eyes to 
the outstanding economic fact. 
Prior to the war we had paid our 
interest on our debts to Europe by 
means of agricultural exports, Af- 
ter the war, because we had 
changed to creditor, and Europe 
was in debt to us, it was necessary 
that we demand either goods or 
gold in return. The Ferdney-Mc- 
Cumber tariff barrier shut off the 
normal tide of trade. Burope could 
not pay, so she could not buy. 
Specifically, she began to stop 
buying our surplus farm products. 

Farm rs Had 


this tariff situation, intelligent and 
responsible farm leaders worked 
out, in 1922, what they called a 
program for equality for agricul- 
ture. Plans to achieve this equal- 
ity for agriculture-were brought 
before members of the President's 
Cabinet at that time. They moved 
in the direction of a Republican 
agricultural conference to consider 
it. The conference met. It took 
the amazing position that produc- 
tion should be reduced to the de- 
mands of the domestic market by 
the cheerful means, it appeared, of 
“starving out’ 'the farmers who 
had formerly exported to Europe. 
It is matter of common knowledge 
that the President, then tke Secre- 
tary of Commerce, was not with- 
out influence in the determination 
of this result. 
Administration Attitude. 

In fact, the conclusions of that 
grim agricultural conference were 
strikingly similar to those voiced 
subsequently by the Secretary of 
Commerce himself. In 1925, for 
example, he said “continuance of 
over-production means surplus, and 
that can only be corrected by 
prices low enough ot make produc- 
tion unprofitable for some of the 
acreage of use.” In plain English 
this meant “lower the price; starve 
out one-third of the farms; then 
see what happens.” 

Throughout the whole agricul- 
tural agony of the ensuing three 
years the Secretary of Commerce 
set himself adamant against all re- 
lief proposals, Farm leaders sug- 
gested segregation of export sur- 
plus from the domestic market. 
With marked acerbity he stated in 
a letter that such a step would 
“subsidize the British Empire.’’ The 
McNary-Haugen legislation called 
forth violent and abusive veto mes- 
sages. There was, to put it mildly, 
no protest from the then Secretary 
of Commerce. 

The Secretary of the Treasury in 
1926 well phrased the attitude of 
the administration. He insisted 
that any attempt to raise domestic 
prices was a “‘subsidy.” And he stat- 
ed that “if given to five agricul- 
tural commodities the Government 
could not logically refuse™to give 
the same treatment to the textile, 
boot and shoe, coal and other in- 
dustries,’’"—sublimely disregarding 
the plain fact that the tariff was 
already giving those industries, in 
ef-ect, the highest subsidy in his- 
tory. 

On “Stabilizing” Exports. 
Now to put forth, as the Secre- 
tary of Commerce did, the idea of 
limiting farm production to the 
domestic market was simply _— to 
threaten agriculture with a terrif- 
ic penalty. Apparently, either he 
did not see, or did not care, that 
this meant allowing wheat land in 
Kansas to remain idle, forcing fore- 
closure of farm mortgages, wreck- 
ing farm families, while our with- 
drawal from the world’s markets 
principally benefited foreign pro- 
ducers. He did not ask the manu- 
facturers to reduce their export. As 
Secretary of Commerce, he made 
no fight for American agriculture’s 
Share of world trade, though he 
could find time to assist foreign 
sales of every non-agricultural 
product. 

In his campaign speeches ot 
1928 he offered merely a program 
of co-operative marketing and 
self-help. This was to be devel- 
oped through a Farm Board as a 
means of handling the surplus, al- 
though he should have known, as 
responsible farm leaders knew, } 
that the co-operatives obviously 
could not undertake the burden of 
controlling the great surplus cut 
adrift by tariff barriers. He coula 
and should have seen that they 
handled only a relatively small vol- 
ume, and that it would be impos- 
sible for the members to shoulder 
the load and the cost. The idea of 
“stabilizing” through speculative 
operations was conceived and was 
written into the platform of 1928 
and was vigorously supported by 
the candidate for tho presidency. 
You now know to your cost what 
stabilizing meant in practice. 

“The Familiar Old Song.” 

Meanwhile, the familiar old song 
of the benefits to be derived from 
the tariff was heard. In 1928 in 
his acceptance speech, Mr. Hoover 
said: “An adequate tariff is the 
foundation of farm relief.” He 
and his supporters insisted in 1928 
that we were importing $3,300,000,- 
000 of farm products and that an 
adequate tariff laid on these would 
be sufficient for the relief of agri- 
culture. It was a ghastly fraud. 
The principal items of “agricul- 
tural-imports’” were rubber, silk, 
coffee, tea and the like—a long 
list of exotic and tropical goods, 
including such American farm 
products as elephants’ tusks, skins 
of the Russian ermine and walaby, 
and elks’ hides. 

The fact was that imports which 
competed with products grown in 
America amounted only to $460,- 
000,000; and sugar represented 
over half of this figure. The truth 
was that our farmers do not pro- 
duce the items proposed to be pro- 
tected by a tariff—they consume 
them. The “remedy” handed the 
farmer was not to raise his selling 
pric,e but to raise his cost of liv- 
ing. 

“Cynical, Pitiless Fraud.” 

I take it that the process of edu- 
cation through hard knocks has 
gone far enough to make it unnec- 
essary for me to comment further. 
The claim that the Republican dis- 
criminatory tariff methods aro a 
benefit to the farmer is a cynical 
and pitiless fraud, 

Shortly after his inauguration in 
1929, the President assembled a 
special session of Co 88. He 
went through the form of fulfilling 
his campaign promises by the pass- 
ing of his agricultural marketing 
act aif] the Hawley-Smoot rariff. 
The decline of prices increased, a 
slump was apparent. The co-op- 
eratives could not meet the aitnua- 
ion. This resuited in a tremendous 
undigested surplus overhanging the 
market; it put a milistone around 
the neck of the co-operatives, The 
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dreds of millions of the taxpayers’ 
money. Farm Board speculative 
operations must and shall come to 


an ead. 

When the futility of maintaining 
prices of wheat, and cotton, 
through so-called stablization, be- 
came apparent, the Presiient’s 
Farm Board, of which his secre- 
tary of Agriculture was a member, 
invented the cruel joke of advising 
farmers to allow 20 per cent of 
their wheat lands to lie idle, to 
plow up every third row of cotton 
and to shoot every tenth dairy cow. 
Surely they knew that his advice 
would not—indeed, could not—be 
taken. It probably was offerei as 
the foundation of an alibi. ‘hey 
wanted to be able to say to the 
farmers: “You did not do as we 
told you to do. Blame yourse.vés.” 

“The President Apologizes.” 

Now after the harm has been 
done, the President’s acceptance 
speech of 1932 fully recognizes the 
futility of the stabilizing experi- 
ment and merely apologizes for the 
results. In order to avoid respon- 
sibility he claims that the Farm 
Board departed’ “from its original 
purpose by making loans to farm- 
ers, co-operatives and to preserve 
prices from panic.” It was his 
Farm Board. Why did he permit 
such a departure? 

The President’s acceptance 
speech with its artful excuses and 
its empty promises will bear care- 
ful reading by the farmers of this 
country in the light of the promises 
of 1928. I wish that the Repub- 
lican campaign organization would 
provide every farmer with a copy 
of the President’s acceptance 
speech. I ean imagine a farmer 
sitting on his door-step meditating 
on the questions that have caused 
him so much concern, While he 
reads that speech. 

The farmer asks the question: 
“How may we expect that our éx- 
ports will be restored and some 
way provided by which our custom- 
ers may pay for our surplus pro- 
duce with goods which we farm- 
ers can use?” He reads the an- 
swer in the acceptance speech: “I 
am squarely for a protective tar- 
iff.”” 

“Does this,” asks the farmer, 
“mean the Grundy tariff bill that 
you signed?” The acceptance 
speech is silent on that point. 

Again the farmer asks, “Maybe 
the tariff can be made effective 
on farm produce consumed at 
home? Time after time the organ- 
ized farmers of the United States 
and the friends of agriculture have 
sought to do just that.” The answer 
of the President in his acceptance 
speech is an attempt to close the 
door of hope on this subject: “No 
power on earth can restore prices 
except by restoration of general 
recovery and markets. Every 
measure we have taken looking to 


the farmer.” 
The Administration Record. 

And that, if you please, is the 
record. That is what we have to 
expect from the present Republican 
leadership. More Republican tar- 
iffs. Implicable opposition to any 
plan to raise the price of farm 
products. A program of “starving 
out” a third of the present produc- 
tion. A splendid prospect, this! 
Reduced to lowest terms, the pres- 
ent administration asks farmers to 
put their interests into the hands 
of their bitterest opponents—men 
who will go to any and all lengths 
to safeguard and strengthen a pro- 
tected few, but who will coldly say 
to American farmers: One-third 
of you are not needed. Run a race 
with bankruptcy to see which will 
survive.” 

It is no new theory of govern- 
ment. It has been the reactionary 
policy since time immemorial—help 
the few; perhaps those few will be 
kind enough to help the many. 

Challenge to Statesmen. 

This is unsound; it is unfair; it 
is unjust. Industry can never 
prosper unless the agricultural mar- 
ket is restored and farm buying 
power returns. Without tariff re- 
adjustment the President's pro- 
gram is hopeless; without active 
assistance, the Grundy schedules 
can break the farmer long before 
the farmer can find a market for 
his goods. It suggests that if in- 
dustry revives, the farmer will be 
taken care of; though you all know 
that the boom of. 1929 brought 
nothing but lower prices and more 
debts to the farm. 

The situation challenges every 
responsible statesman in America 
to. seek in agricultural circles an 
active remedial plan. The Presgi- 
dent has indicated his attitude in 
advance. His laconic “I shall op- 
pose them” closes the last door of 
hope in him, 

I cannot share his view. I wil] 
not believe that in the face of a 
problem like this we must merely 
throw up our hands. I have un- 
bounded faith in a restored and 
rehabilitated agriculture. In this 
profession of faith I invite you to 
join. May those of us who intend 
a solution and decline the defeatist 
attitude join tirelessly in the work 
of advancing to a better ordered 
economic life. The time has come. 
The hour has struck.

TOKIO, Sept. 14.—The newspa- 
per Kokumin resumed its attack 
today on United States officials and 
on the photographing of several 
business and industria! buildings in 
Japan by the branch of National 
City Bank of New York. 

“The attitude of the American 
Government on the affair,” it said 
in an editorial, “must be described 
as extremely arrogant. Charging 
the Japanese press with making a 
sensation of the case out of sheer 
hostility to the United States, the 
State Department demanded that 
the Tokio Foreign Office exonerate 
the Americans, but without offering 
an explanation of the bank’s case. 

“On the other hand, the Ameri- 
cans have been extremely cautious 
about the actions of Japanese resi- 
dents in the United States and they 
also frequently make sensations of 
the movements of Japanese in 
Mexico, Hawaii and the Philip- 
pines. 

“There also have been the provo- 
cative utterances of Secretary of 
State Stimson, which have been de- 
plored even in some quarters in 
America. It is not the Japanese 
press, but American thoughtless- 
ness, that is to blame for the ruf- 
fling of Japanese-American rela- 
tions. 

“Ijnless the United States aban- 
dons her selfish and tyrannical at- 
titude it is impossible that Japa- 
nese feeling should resume tran- 
puillity.”
